Netherlands brings deficit back 
under EU limit 


THE HAGUE(AFP) - The 
Netherlands brought its pub¬ 
lic deficit back under the 
EU's 1.0 percentlimit m 2013 
for the first time m Eve years, 
data showed yesterday. 

The government managed 
ta push the spending gap 
dawm ta 2.5 percent of GDP, 
from 4.1 percent in 2012, 
Statistics Netherlands said. 

"The substantial fall in the 
deficit amount was largely 
caused by a rise in income 
gav smm ent r ev enu es r 0 se b y 
7.0 billion euros to 235 bil¬ 
lion euros/' it said in a state¬ 
ment 

Overall, the deficit was re¬ 
duced by 9.0 billion euros 

The deficit figure could be 
revised upwards depending 
on how it accounts for the na¬ 
tionalisation of SNS REAAL 
Bank, although the statistics 
agency officials said it would 
not push the country above 
the 3.0 percent threshold 111 
any case. 

The Netherlands managed 


to reduce the deficit despite 
the economy being in reces¬ 
sion for most of the year. It

CARACAS - The Venezue¬ 
lan President, Nicolas 
Maduro met with interna¬ 
tional airlines operating in the

mechanism has materialized.

operations by between 15 per¬ 
cent and 73 percent, he said.

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CONAKRY (AFP| - Aid organisation Doctors Without 
Borders said Monday an Ebola outbreak suspected of 
killing dozens in Guinea was an "unprecedented epi¬ 
demic" as Liberia confirmed its first cases of the deadly 
contagion. Guinea's health ministry this year has re¬ 
ported 122 "suspicious cases" of viral haemorrhagic 
fever, including 78 deaths, with 22 of the samples taken 
from patients testing positive for the highly contagious 
tropical pathogen. "We are facing an epidemic of a mag¬ 
nitude never before seen in terms of the distribution of 
cases in the country; Gueckedou, Macenta, Kissi- 
dougou, Nzerekore, and now Conakry," Mariano Lugli, 
the organisation's coordinator in the Guinean capital, 
sai d in a statement. The group, known by its French ini¬ 
tials MSF t said that by the end of the week it would have 
around GO international field workers with experience in 
working on haemorrhagic fever divided between 
Conakry and the south-east of the country. Ebola has 
killed almost 1,600 people since it was first observed in 
1976 in what is now the Democratic Republic of Congo 
but this is the first fatal outbreak in west Africa. The trop¬ 
ical virus leads to haemorrhagic fever, causing muscle 
pain, weakness, vomiting, diarrhoea and f m severe 
cases, organ failure and unstoppable bleeding. No treat¬ 
ment or vaccine is available for the bug, and the Zaire 
strain detected in Guinea has a historic death rate of up 
to 90 percent. It can be transmitted to humans from wild 
animals, and between humans through direct contact 
with another's blood, faeces or sweat, as well as sexual 
contact or the unprotected handling of contaminated 
corpses.

The White House, which 
has paid a heavy political 
price for the unpopular law, 
was triumphant as a predicted 
late rush far policies materi¬ 
alized and banished memo¬ 
ries of a disastrous website 
outage which haunted the 
launch of enrollments late 
last year. 

But it will be months be¬ 
fore the long-term success of 
Ob amacare m bro ademng ac¬ 
cess and making medical in¬ 
surance affordable can be 
assessed, and the law remains 
a political albatross for the 
president and fellow Democ¬ 
rats 

The White House said that 
the final enrollment figures 
for the first year would be 
substantially higher than the 
six million figure already 
recorded. 

Officials had previously 
set seven million enrollments 
as the standard for success — 
a figure that could now be ap¬ 
proached by the midnight 
deadline.

Obama's signature domestic 
political achievement and the 
most sweeping social reform 
in decades in the United 
States. 

Yet its passage and imple¬ 
mentation ignited a partisan 
battle and highlighted deep 
political and ideological divi¬ 
sions cleaving the United 
States.

More people w r ill dump 
their PCs for other devices, 
but the drop m PC sales will 
moderate to around 6.6 per¬ 
cent this year, with unit sales 
of 276million. Some surveys 


showed a drop of around 1G 
percent in PC sales last year. 

"Tablet, substitution of 
notebooks will start to dissi¬ 
pate from tins year onwards 
as consumers and businesses 
align the right device with 
the right usage pattern," said 
Ranjit Atwal, research direc¬ 
tor at Gartner. 

The global tablet market is 
expected to grow 3E 6 per¬ 
cent , with much of the in¬ 
crease coming outside North 
America, Gartner said. Total 
tablet sales will nearly equal 
that of PCs at 270 million, 
the firm said.

segment, is seen as growing 
4.9 percent to 1.9 billion 
units -- led by "thelower end 
of the premium phone mar¬ 
ket. and the higher end of the 
basic phone market," Gartner 
said.

Bachelet proposes tax reforms in Chile 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Michelle Bachelet sent 
Chile's Congress a bill yester¬ 
day that would raise corpo¬ 
rate taxes to fund a sweeping 
overhaul of the country's ed¬ 
ucation system 

The proposed reform aims 
to raise $3.2 billion to fund 
tuition-free public universi¬ 
ties, a demand that fueled 
massive student protests 
under Bachelet 1 s conservative 
predecessor Sebastian Pinera. 

Bachelet, a socialist who 
took office on March 11, said 
it was "the beginning of one 
o f our government's most im¬ 
port ant reforms, along with 
education reform and a new 
constitution 

Ifp assed, as seems likely, 
the bill would raise the corpo¬ 
rate tax rate from 20 to 25 
percent by 2017 and elimi- 
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nate a deferment on taxes on 
reinvested earnings 

However, it would also 
lower the tap tax rate for in¬ 
dividuals from 40 to 35 per¬ 
cent Salaries of $10,5DO or 
more a mo nth wo uld be taxe d 
at the highest rate 

"Tne objective behind this 
measure is to give more equi¬ 
table tax treatment to income 
from work in relation to in¬ 
come from capital/' B achel et 
said. 

It comes at a time when 
the Chilean economy is expe¬ 
riencing slowing economic 
growth as a result of falling 
copper pnces and declining 
investment 


Business groups have ex¬ 
pressed concern about creat¬ 
ing disincentives to 
investment 

But Bachelet insisted 
growth would not be hurt by 
the reforms and that, tD the 
contrary, a healthy economy 
required an equitable society 
that strengthens its human 
capital and creates high qual¬ 
ity institutions. 

Bachelet has promised to 
usher in free university edu¬ 
cation in six years, while im¬ 
proving the quality of public 
education and ending a sys¬ 
tem dominated by private, 
for-pro fit schools.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Ge¬ 
neral Motors recalled another

handling a deadly faulty 
ignition problem. 

The latest GM announce¬ 
ment took to more than six 
million the number of cars 
covered in recalls since the 
beginning of the year, though 
some could be listed under 
more than one recall. 

Of the newly recalled ve¬ 
hicles, 1 3 million are in 
North America. 

GM said that m a number 
of models from 2004-2010, 


drivers could experience a 
loss of electric power steering 
assistance. 

'Steering control can be 
maintained because the vehi¬ 
cle will revert to manual 
stesnng, but greater driver ef¬ 
fort would be required at law 
vehicle speeds, winch could 
increase the nsk of a crash," 
GM said. 

Tire recall covers various 
models years for Chevrolet 
Mai:bus, HHRs and Cobalts, 
Saturn Auras and Ions, and 
Pontiac GSs. 

GM said it will replace the 
necessary parts for free, and 
reimburse anyone who previ¬ 
ously paid for replacements.
